Þ. IKE violence was generally vſcd 
by the Tyrits. For the YVandals were 
to this purpoſe, ſent about every where, 
that they might bring al paſlingers, to be 
deſtroyed by their Pricſtes : who whem 
they had ſlaine their ſoules with that cre 
ronious water, gaue them a bill or tic- 
ket; that they might no more have vio- 
lence offered.

All 
men greatly deſired to turne their owne 
liberty & their childrens, into bondage; 
but they found not vnto whome. Moun- 
faines and hilles,Streetes of the Citties, 
waics and pathes, made one common 
erauc for all,towhom conſuming neede 
denied ſuſtenance. The Yandalls them- 
ſelues, whom before the ſundry ſpoiles of 
many Princes, & poſſeſſion of Africa had 
enriched, were now molt of all oppreſſed 
with neceſſity : and how much the ftate- 


lier they ſeemed to them(ſclues, by multi- 
plying 
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plying ſeruantss {ſo much the more cons- 
ſumed they through tormenting hin- 
ocr. No man kept bis lonne, noman his 
wife moman his ſeruant; but enery man 
departing his way,not v hicher he would 
but whaither hee could either fainted out 
othand, or atIlealt never returned. The 
vnhappy multicude throvygh the neceſſt« 
ty flocked to Cartbage,and while thoſe li- 
uing Corles ftiowed thither from al quare« 
rers,the King 7 perceauing the vnlpeaka- 
ble laug ohter, gauc commaundmenit that 
they ſhould 4ll be put forth , leaſt by the 
contagion ofthoſe which died he & his, 
might tere purchaſe their. oraue wich 
the Tell.

Fulgentius there borne, was 
by the diligence of his carefull mother 
Mariana(For ſoone was his Father taken 
from thelife of this mortality)trained vp 
in learning :-and cauſed to be inſtructed 
In Grecke before hee tooke ni hand Latrn, 
that thereby he might attaine to greater 
perfection & skill in that ftrange tongue. 
So highly profited he in all good partes

'0ng main time paſt, gaueno credit vnto 
his purpoſe,nor coforte vnto his requeſt: 
but willedhim firſt learne to become a 
leſſe delicat lay-man:and gently put him 
from him.But he humbly kiſſing the Bi- 
ſhops hand beſought him very afteRu- 
ouſly not to repell him vtterly 3 but gra- 
tiouſly to open vnto him the monaſtery 
dore, and admitte him for one of his 
diſciples. Importunity declared fincere 
reſolution; ſincere purpoſe deſerued cre- 
dence,and obtained admiſſion. Fame of 
the thing ſpreading abroad;lome deſpai- 
red ſuccefle becaule of his former dain- 
tines,others conſidered his excellent wit 


were rayſ{cd into expectation of ſome no- 


bleand worthy conſequence. Diuers of 
his familiars excited by inutation of his 
renuciation, addicting themſelucs to the 
likelife,only his inconfiderat & worldly 
minded parent grew greatly diſquieted

IIII Thismonaſtery being in like ſorte by |} 
tumults diſſolued; they paſſed with their 
whole company into more remote & vn- 
knowne parts of Ajricke ; laſtly ſetled in 
the territory of Sicca, not without great 
fauour ofpeopleandno lefſe profitt and 
oaine of ſoules: Vartill one Falix a Prieſt 


of the Arrian heretikes,who not farre of 


preached hs perfidious doArine _ |

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the ancient faith,through emulation and 
ſpite ſpurned againſt them. This fellow, 
great in power and auctority,but greater 
inmalice, growing into feare, leaſt by 
means of Fulzentius (whoſe learning now 
began to wax famous) ſundry whom the 
Arrian nouelty had reduced might be re- 
conciled:cauſed to be beſetall the waies 
and pathes of the reſorte of theſe two 
Monks. For F#/:entins though no Prieſt, 
yet vader habjt ofa Monke fulfilled in- 
deed theofhce ofa Prieſt; not by recon- 
ciling any,but by holſome aduertiſemets 
winning and drawing whom he could to * 
reconſiliation. Neceflary it was that who 
had ſhewed themſelues ſuch valiant wa- 
riours by abſtinence,thould alitle fall in- 
to perſecutors hands,to the intet that by 
participating alſo in the combat of mar- 
tyrdome, ſuffring inflicted torments for 
their faith, they might know and vnder- 
ſtand how much they had profited. It fell 
out therefore that theſe two as they wal - 
ked by the way,lighted into the watch- 
mens hand : & after apprehenſion were 
preſently ſeuered, and carried (wel char- 
ved with bonds) vnto the Arrian Prieſt. 
Without faulte became they in this ſorte

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priſoners, and without warre captiues. 
Falix at the very firſt fright caſt away tro 
him certaine money which he hapned to 
haue about him for the brethrens tuſte- 
mance; committing vnto G O D rhat 
which onely for Gods ſeruants, had 
beenc reſerued.

had thrownealide. Rumor of this dete- 
ſtable fate gaue vnto ſundry no ſmal of- 
fence, and namely to the Arr1a, Biſhop 
ofthe dioces : who had helde Fulrentiuz 
deare and much fauoured him, whilc hee 
was yeta lay-manz and was now ready 
to proſecute reuenge of his profered vio- 
lence,in caſe he would ſecke it. Where- 
unto when many perſwaded him, Fulzen- 
7145 gave them this humble deniall. Law- 
Full ut 15 not for a Chriſtian to nicditate reuenge: 
well knoweth onr Lord how to repay the uniuries 
mnflicted on his ſcruants. If my caſe bee venged, 
then loſe 1 reward of my patience. Eſpecially ſee- 
ing it might ſcandalize many litle oncs, if I 4 
Catholrke and a Monke , ſhould require 1udece 

ment at an Arrians hand. 
Fulgentius reading the wonderful liues 
of the Egyptian Monkes, ſfayled thither- 
wards( accompanied with only one bro- 
ther) aſwell toliuve vnder a more ftricte 
rule,as alſo toleaue the title of Abbot, & 
to live againe vnder obedience. Driven 
was the ſhippe by force of weather and 
winde to the hauen of Syracyſe,chiefe Ci-

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ae of Sicalia, Biſhoppe there, atthat time 
was holy Eu/alizg,who had a proper,mo- 
naltery,whereunto he frequently reſor- 
ted, when he was ſomewhat voide from 
Epiſcopall cares. In very charitable fore 


' were they by this Biſhop entertained: he 


perceiving the ſufficiency of Fulgentius 
enquired the caute of his voyage; who 
pretended ſearch after his parents; as 
loath of pure humility to lay open his in- 
tended purpoſe: ( and ſpirituall parents 
heindeed ſought) Exſalius ealily found 
the feigned anſwere,and by further que- 
ſttons receiving the truemotiue', diſwa- 
ded ſuchjorney, afluring him that Fgypr

ſhop likewiſe but heretically liuing in an

Latein thenjoht was j 
he brought a bord the ſhippe,that his de- Þ 
parture might be for the preſent concea- þ 
led from the people : but by contrarie 
windes ſo long was hee delaied vpon the

tire army,& the common wealth became 
extreamely impouerilhed : they refuſed

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therefore to contribute vnto this warre: 
Furthermorenot the ſtquteſt of the Cap= 
taines,(in whom lay the hope of wel car- 
rying ſo great a charge)but were diſcou- 
raged,and ſore dreaded the greatneſle of 
the danger; ſeeing farſt they had to ouer- 
come the Seas,then out of thips to aſſault 
aſtrong and potent kingdome. The ſol- 
diers alſo ſo lately returned from the Per- 
fra brunts , grudged that they ſhoulde 
now ſodainely bee deſtined to other vn- 
knowne people and ſea-combates, ere 
they had once beene ſo much as warme 
in theie owne country . None yet was 
found who had the heart or would pre- 
ſume to diſſwade the Emperour, excepte 
only 1%n the maiſter of the Pallace who 
with a graue and yehement oration de- 
horted that enterpriſe, which vpon hu- 
man reaſons he held to be abhorred : tel- 
ling him plainly that by this tourney he 
ſhould abuſe to liberally both the blood 
of his beſt ſoldiers,and the publike trea- 
ſurie,and abilities of his ſubie&s:vpbrai- 
ding that Carthage which hee would 1m» 
pugne was diſtant by land 140.dates ior- 
ncies,and by ſea ſo farre, that ſcarce in a 
veare ſhould report returne of what was 

\.. done: 
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done: that ifhe ſubdued the Vandals, yet 
ſhould he not be Lord of .4fica, both $Si- 


cilic and Italy being vnder thoſe ſtrange 
nations dominion : happily alſo by this 
prouocation might hee drawe warres to 
his owne'gates,and to the walles'of Con- 
fantinople. He beſought him therefore to 
deſiſt from vndertaking ſo doubtfull and 
dangerous buſineſle, and adding labours 
vnto labours. 

Much moued the words of hn the 
Emperors minde; & much remitted he of 
his former feruor, towards poore Afric. 
There came notlong after a certaine Bi- 
ſhop out of the parties of the Eaſt, & ob- 
taining to relate vnto the Emperor, that 
which he came for; told him that he had 
recciued from God a viſion, wherein ap- 
peared the Emperor himſelfez and was 
ſharply by the Almightie repreheded & 
accuſed of great impiety,that hauing co- 
ceiued the good purpoſe of delivering 
the Chriſitans1n Afric from the hands of 
the barbarous, he had afterwards vps no 
cauſe forſaken the enterpriſe : and that 
God promiſed the Emperor to afliſte 
him; and to bring Africke into his ſubie-

ſhould firſt concile Godto their aſliftice, 


then render the Aſics well affected; & 


confequently obtaine eafte victory over 
the Vandals. At the firſt preſence of a ſmal 


troope of {oldiers did the citizens of Sy!- 


le deliver vp their keyes : and ſhortelie 
alſo the maiſter of the horſe paſſed co the 


Romans part,prelenting them with many 
horſes of ſeruice. Haſtning toward C.r- 
thage,gaue Beliſariys a vauntgard of 300. 
men of armes vnato 1)bn, an Armenian of 
knowne valour, willing to paſle before 
the army,but not aboue 20. turlongs diſ- 
tance.

N 11. noured 
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nourcd aboue others, among the Cartha- 
e:1714n5,was the holy man Cyprian, whoſe 
feaſt they yearly celebrate in the moſt 
goodly temple of the fame Saint a litle 
without the Citie. This church had the 
Arrian hereticks taken into their owne 
charge, expelling the Chr:/ans, and dri- 
uing away the Prieſts with great re- 
proche . The Africans being much gri- 
_eved hereat, it is ſaid that Cypri.en appea- 
red in viſion willing the Chriſtians to 
be of good comfort, for that ſhortly he 
himſelfe would reuengetheiniury. With 
great certainety expected the Africans 
this promiſed euent;ytterly 1 toleek when 
or in what ſortitwere to be expected. 

Vpon the very cue.of this Saints feaſt 
was it,that the nany emperiall was dif- 
coucred from Carthage : whereupon the 
Chriſtians afloon as Ammig ws departed 
acainſt the Romzn forces(while the cuent 
was yet vncertaine of battell) taking to 
themſelues zood hope preſctly thrulting 
out the Avda ansrecealed the Temple fan- 
Eifie itanew, purge the ſuperſtitions of 
the Aria hereticks; hang vp richand 
beutifull offrings, lett lights in redynes3 


| put in order the golden vellels andpre- 
tous 


| 
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tiovs paraments , fetching them forth 
from their ſecret repoſitories. The reſt of 
the Chriſtzans alſo when they heard of the 
good ſucceſle at Pecimum , haſtning to 
the ſame church lightned all the tapers, 
and lamps; aftiſting the Prieſts to whom 
the finetion of all ſuch things apper- 
tained. In ſomuch that the Y.mdals them- 
felues held ſo manifeſt a fulfilling of this 


prophecy in great admiration.

I:1MER 1gnoranthow to repaire 

his Rate, ſollicited the vplandiſh of 
the Aſ1cans tointercept Rom ſoldiers if 
they (tragled, promiling for euery head

ſlainezwhom G:/imry performing his co- 
uenant, ſup ofed to be ſo many men of 
armes. Neither fownd he preſenter con-

Butinthe mean ſcaſon i 

denthgne of Gods farther concurrence. 
Di gines a knight of the Romyarmy being 
ſent abroad with 22. ſpears, lodged i ina 
village two dates 1orney trom C. arthagez 
whereof when Gilmer had notice by cer- 
raine of tne contrey, he lent 300. choice 
horſemen to ſurprize them , and bring 
them aliue vnto gin who comming thi- 
ther after midnight, would not enter vpo 
the houſe wherein lay the Romans alto- 
eerher, without fear; but beſet them, not 
yet ſo ſecretly but that a ſoldier awaking 
ay their noiſe & whiſpering. Where 
upon, by Drogenes order,euery mi fottly 
| put on his apparell; and in the covrt got 
to horsbakz then ſodainly ruſhed out at 
the gate:and being aſſailed by the Yan- 
dals made ſuch good defence and ſhift 
with their targets and ſpeares, that only

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two of their copanie were layn, the reſt 
eicaped all tate; Diogenes yet had foure 


{ore wounds,of which he not long after 


deceaſed.

vnited,, and met; Gr/;mcr made to- 
ward Carthage, and belegred the cittiez 
prohibiting free acceſle of neceſlarics, &

citie as fauoured the Arrian fete , and 


were not Catholicks. Then delt he by pri- 


uy mellages with the Hunns, promiling 
them mountaines . All which Belsſarius 
proutdently forefcing, held him within 
the citic:attent only to fortification. One 
Laurus a Carthaginean Conuicted of a tre- 
cherous plott, he ſtaked to the terror of 
othe:, T he Hunnſh captaines he by gittes 


and bankets brought to vtter and ren6ce . 


ther owne indefection. Things being ſer 
in order, then iſſucd he to goe meet the 
F.cicta's; ſo ordring his armie that he left 
the mms at iberty,as whom he held ſul- 
pected.GH:mer forbad all his troops to vie 


other weapon then their ſwords. Like 
| practiſe 
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raftiſe whereof no more long after a- 
vailed 7orrlizs, then 1t now did him. T wiſe 
were the Romns horlemen forced to re- 
tire; but the third time| preuailed; & gaue 
the YV,n:4al, hot chale,forcing them to flie 
vnto their camp. Which the Hwms percel 
uine,they alfo {06s to, make {trong im- 

reſſ1on, & to hold on the puriuit hauing 
Pefarc {tood as neuters. Of K»mans were 
{layn in the hight but 500. of Y0dals, not 
more then 800. Yet alſoone as B./iſcins 
ſet forwards towards evening againſt 
their entrenched champ; Cle deſcry + 
ing him a farr of in tull marche, took his 
horſe,& with a ſmall compamre fled. The 
rett { who els perhaps could not haue 
beene expugned, followed his example, 
_ each ſhifting as they beſt ſaw means. 
Such pletly of coine beſides other riches, 
found Bebarins in the Vandal camp, as it 1s 
thought, that like quitity was. not at any 
time ſcene before. And with good reaton 
for both ſondry times had the Yandals 
ſpoiled the Empire of Rome, alwaies traf- 
porting freſh ſpoiles into Afrrckes, & the 
-contrey it ſelfe was moſt welthy & aboi- 
dant of all commodities. T hus all, both 
'tributs and treaſure, which had beene a- 
FE THEN maſlling 
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maſhing 95. yeares( for ſo long poſlcfled 
the Vandals Africke returned in one day 
vnto the Romans poſſeſlion. This fight & 
victoric was three months or more "after 
that the armie cimperiall had entred Car- 
1.1,c. Ten dates togither was Gil1mer hard 
ly purſucd , but could not be attained,as 
gr the other Vandals ,wvaholoeuer ofthem 
had fled to the churchewas ſpared, and 
only commanded to Carthage.
